THE EARTHY ABIDES FOREVER 


The only method of determining a 
question of this kind is from the 
Bible itself; and the Scriptures plain- 
ly teach: “Thus saith the Lord that 
created the heavens, God himself 
that formed the earth and made it; 
he hath established it. he created it 
not in vain, he formed it to be in- 
habited;" “The earth abideth for- 
ever.” (Isaiah 45:18, Eccl. 1.4.) 
There is a wide distinction between 
the words “world” and “earth.” The 
word “world,” as zena-3lly used in 
the Scriptures, has no reference to 
the material globe, but means the 
condition of soclety, or the order of 
things prevailing during a stated 
period of time. St. Peter describes

When Jerusalem fell into the 
hands of the British arm}, this, to- 
gether with the great influx ot Jews 
to Palestine, caused a few clergymen 
to meet 1n London and issue а mant- 
festo. which was published through‘ 
out the world. to the effect that the 
return of the Jews to Palestine indi- 
cates ihe near establishment of the 
Lord's hingdom and ihe end of the 
world. 


An enterprising reporter of the 
Chicago Herald interviewed 4 large 
number of clergymen on the ques- 
tion, almost all of whom scoffed at 
the thought Many of them said, 
"I feel ihe present war has no more 
bearing on the second  conung of 
Christ than other wars and revolu- 
tions have had.” In other words, 
“things continue as they were from 
the beginning." ‘ 

“Why is this so?) Why is it the 
clergymen thus scoff?’ many ask. 
And the Apostic Teter answers: 
"That уе may be mindful of the 
words which were spohen before by 
the holy prophets, and of the com-

JESUS IGNORED TODAY. 

This was taught by all the apos- 
tles, Бу the great Master, and fore- 
told hv the teachings of all the 
Propheis. 1 dare say that not 3 per 
cent of the clergymen in the world 
today preach this gospel. Truly 
the sun is darkened. Recently the 
New York Amencan published a re- 
Port of a great meeting at Carnegie 
hall. composed of Catholic and 
Protestant clergymen and Jewish 
rabbis, In that whole conference 
the name of Jesus, the great Rock 
of the Gospel, was not mentioned.

‘The devas- 
tating pestilence known аз influ- 
enza that swept the earth during 
the past year claimed upwards of 
twelve millions of victims, and sel- 
entists throughout the earth agree 
that an even greater pestilence now 
threatens mankind. The "flu" 
wasn't confined wholly to the coun- 
tries engaged in the war; even Es- 
kimaux tribes and the Hottentots 
in the Torrid Zone fell victims to 
this dread disease. 

DISTRESS OF NATIONS. 

Continuing, Jesus said that at the] 
end of the world there would be 
“upon the earth distress of nations, 
with perplexity, the sea and the 
waves roaring, and men's hearts 
failing them for fear." Who doubts 
the tulfillment of this Scripture in 
this very hour? 

Commenting on the awful time 
through which we аге passing. 
President Wilson before Congress 
said: “These are days of great 
perplexity, when a great cloud 
hangs over the greater part of the 
world. It seems as if great, blind 
material forces have been released 
which had for long been held in 
leash and restraint.” 

Everywhere government officials 
are perplexed, financiers are in per- 
plexity, business men are in per- 
plexity: and generally men's hearts 
are failing them for fear as they 
face the situation, 

REVOLUTION. 

In the Scriptures, the term carth- 
quake is used as the symbol ot revo- 
lution. Jesus stated that revolu- 
tion would follow the war as further 
corroborative evidence that the 
world had ended. АП are tamilar 
with the fearful revolution that 15 
afflicting Russia. The public press 
almost daily announces that this 
dread condition threatens all Euro- 
pean countries. 

Revolutions are of two kinds: 
Bloody and bloodless. Some of the 


European countries have already 
witnessed the former. Jn North 


Dakota we have an example of the 
latter; a revolution changing the 
form or order of things without 
violence. In a recent issue of The 
Literary Digest, the North Dakota 
revolution is treated at length, re- 
garding the wonderful transforma- 
tion of the form of government Or 
order of things prevailing there 
now. We cite these facts only for 
the purpose of further establishing 
our contention that the evidence 1s 
clear, cogent and convincing that 
the old world or age has ended. We 
beheve that when the question 1S 
properly understood everybody will 
be glad, because it means a new Or- 
der which will bring the long-loohed 
for and long-promused blessings to 
mankind

his disciples to pray: “Thy King- 
dom come, thy will be'done on carth, 
as it is done in heaven." He pointed 
out that the kingdom will mark the 
time of the beginning of the bless- 
ing for mankind. Furthermore Je- 
sus said: "My kingdom is not of this 
world" (not of the old world that їз 
just now passing away). Thus he 
shows that the time for the blessing 
of mankind is during the incoming 
or'new order of things. An-under- 
standing of the Divine plan shows 
what à wonderful provision God has 
made for the blessing of man with 
life, liberty and happiness. All man- 
kind sprang from Adam, who was 
created perfect, and had a perfect 
home in Eden. .Because of his vio- 
lation of God's law, he lost the right 
to.eternal life; the right to complete 
happiness, and the right to full lib- 
erty. God promised Abrabam: "In 
thy seed shall all the familhes of the 
earth be blessed." The Apostle shows 
that this “seed of promise" is The 
Christ, the Messiah, composed of 
Jesus the head and the members of 
His body designated as the church, 
which means the class that has been 
called out from the world, selected, 
tried and made fit during the Gospel 
Age. To such Jesus said when he 
was about to depart from the earth’ 
“l go to prepare a place for you, and 
if I go, I will come again and recen e 
you unto myself.” These thus se- 
lected the Scriptures designate as the 
royal (reigning) iamiüly of heaven 
(1 Pet. 2:9-10), and that they shall 
reign with Christ during his Millen- 
jal perlod (Revelations 20:4) and the 
purpose of his kingdom will be to re- 
store all that was Jost in Айат. Of 
that time the Apostle says: “Times 
of refreshing shall come from the 
presence of the Lord, and God shall 
send Jesus Christ, who before was 
preached unto you, whom the heav- 
ens must retain until the times of 
the restituuon of all things which 
God has spoken by the mouth of all 
his holy prophets since the world 
began." (Acts 2:19-21.) 

Restitution.or restoration means 
to restore that which was lost dur- 
ing the disobedience of Adam, name- 
ly, the right to life, liberty, and hap- 
piness. Апа the beginning of this 
restoration and blessing work must 
be at the establishment of Messiah's 
Kingdom. Jt follows, then, that 
many who arc living at this time 
wil see that kingdom established. 
Jesus said: “This generatioh (mean- 
ing'the people now on earth) shall 
not pass away until all these things 
be fulfilled.” 

The reign of Christ is for the very 
purpose of destroying death by re- 
storing mankind, those who are 
obedient, to life and health and hap- 
piness. As the Apostle puts it: “He 
shall reign until he has destroyed all 
enemies, and the last enemy to be 
destroyed is death.” 

ONE PAIR CHANCE. 

Three thousand years ago Jehovah 
foretold the trouble through which 
the earth 15 now passing. Не said: 
“Wait ye upon me, saith the Lord, 
until the day that T rise up to the 
prey; for my determination 15 to 
gather the nations, that I may as- 
semble the kingdoms, to pour upon 
them mine indignation, even all my 
fierce anger; for all the earth shall 
be devoured with the fire of my 
jealousy (the fiery time of trouble), 
For then will I turn to the people a 
pure language, that they may all 
call upon the name of the Lord,.to 
serve him with one consent" (Zcpha- 
niah 3:8-9). 

Why turn а pure message to the 
people unless they are to profit .by 
it? Again, the Lord, through his 
prophet, declared: “Апа it shall 
come to pass that іп ‘all the land; 
saith the Lord, two parts therein 
shall be cut off and die; ‘but the 
third shall be left therein. And I 
will bring the third part through the 
fire, and wil] refine them as silver 
is refined, and will try them as gold 
is tried; they shall call on my name, 
and I wil hear them; I will say, it 
is mv people; and they shall say, 
The Lord is my God." (Zechariah 
13:8-9.) ы ` А 

No one could accept the blessings 
of life and other blessings incident 
thereto without an opportunity, and 
he must have knowledge before this 
opportunity can come to him, The 
Apostle says: “There is one God, 
and one mediator, between God and 
men, the man Jesus Christ, who gave 
himself a ransom for all, to be testi- 
fied m due time." 41. Tim, 2:5-6.) 
The due time for mankind to, begin 
to receive this testimony is when 
Messiah's Kingdom is established, 
immediately after the great shaking 
of the time' of trouble in the earth 
God's prophet says: “I will shake 
all nations, and,the desire of all na- 
tions shall come."  (Haggai, 2:7.)

15 satisfying). llis flesh 1s consumed 
away that it cannot be seen, and his 
bones that were not secn stick out 
(marking the suffering condition of 
humanity); yea, his soul draweth 
near unto the grave and his life to 
the destroyers. If there be a mes- 
senger with him, an interpreter (one 
who enables him to understand), one 
among a thousand to show unto man 
his uprightness; then he (the Lord) 
is gracious unto him and saith, De- 
hver him from gomg down into the 
pit; I have found a ransom.

Not Due to Accident, 

“Ви! enough of Morton, and to 
glozo with more ef Long. Dr, 
Hansell Crenshaw, of this city, who 
has devoted much time and thought 
to the record of Goorgia's famous 
Physician, says that Long's disco 
try wis not entirely due ta aceldent 
but camé about partly through two 
qualities hm tho man; first, that he 
Wag a closo observer, and second, 
thut over since he served an ід: 
toineship in a New York hospital, 
Where his fine sensibllty had been 
shocked at the palin imposed unen 
women and children Im the operat- 
Jhg room, he determinod, if possible, 
to find soma means io mitigate 
such suffering 

‘Though this man was born and 
lived a large part of his life in the 
backwoods of Georgia, it must not 
be presumed that he was untutored 
nnd uncouth АП the previous 
training of his life well fitted him 
for the great discovery which he 
was to mal oth of hla grand- 
fathers wer fers in the Amer 
Ivan revolution, tnd emigrated to 
Madison county, Goorgla, and thero 
tied after long lives of usofulness 
and good eltizonship. In this coun- 
ty, at Danielsville, young Long came 
into tho world November 1, 1815. 
lle received hi А М degreo from 
the University of Georgia in 1885, 
and graduated in medicino from the 
University of Pennsylvania in 2889. 
It is a remarkable fact that the 
two citizens of this state who havo 
been selected to take thetr places 
im the National Hall of Fame were 
glassmates and roommates at col- 
lege These wore Crawford Long 
anil Alexander H. Sfephens, one of 
Georgia's most famous sons, and 
Ylce president of the Southern Con- 
federacy 

“Upon leaving tho University of 
Pennsylvania, "Dr. Long served ап 
interneship jn а New York hos 
pital, and then practiced medicine 
in Jefforson Gm. from 1841 to 1850 
In 1850 he moved to Atlanta, and it 
is Interesting to note that ‘he left 
this place the next yoar for the 
Classic Clty of Athens, because At- 
lanta was then but a erude village 
And showed but little promise of 
becoming a city. Long resided 
in Athens until’ the day of his 
death. June 16, 1878, after practic 
ing medicine for nearly forty years. 

Alt who lnew him unite In oe 
claring him a man of excoptionat 
qualities of mind and of вош. Dig- 
nified in manner. his whole appear 
Ance betokened the gentleman Tt 
ig said that he possessed no ot- 
centricities, very unusual їп a celeb- 
rity — He was sensitive, refined 
and considerate of others, free from 
envy, malice and all uncharitable- 
ness He maintained a slight re- 
serve, except among Intimates and 
congenlat people ` ‘Cheerful mm the 
sick-room, he Inspired his patients 
with confidence. A skilital and 
successful physician. A man fond 
of Shakespeare and of коой music. 
Тай, slender, dressed in conven: 
tonat black, always with frock 
cont; In short, a hish-bred, schol- 
arly. talented gentleman of ‘the old 
school This is the picture of 
Crawford Long ag I see him. 

For Truth und Fàirness, 

“Mr Chairman, 1 plea only for 
ruth and faleness in this matter. 
"The discovery of anesthesia may 
not interest us keenly at this time 
when we nre so engrossed im the 
pursuit of so many other discover 
ies. Bet think where wo would 
һе today without it? ‘Think of the 
courage required to administer 
ether for the first time! — (And, as 
DaCosta well remarks, think of the 
courage of the patlenf who was tha 
| first to Inhale it!) Long bas bean 
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placed in the National Hall of Fame 
by the state of Georgia, though no 
statue of hint haa ever been erect- 
ed. In 1878 Marion Sims presented 
the state with 2 herolo size oil 
painting of Long to be hung in the 
State capitol. In 1912 the Univer 
sity of Pennsylvania unvelled a me- 
dallion in honor of Its illustrious 
‘aiumnus, while a few years ago Dr. 
l. б. Hardman, of this state, рге- 
sented to the town of Jefferson & 
marble shaft commemorating the 
deods of its former citizen.

United States district attorney, in 
connection with alleged cruelty to 
negroes in Georgia, and the an- 
nouncement by Attorney Roy S.

Attorney Drennan announced that

onment Attorney Drenngn's clients 
came to Atlanta early In the week 
&nd made complaints to Hooper 
Alexander of alleged bruta! treat- 
ment during years of alleged slav- 
ery on Erwin's farm 

Never Received Cent. 

Martin told the district attorney 
that for eight years he had been 
working for Erwin, and had never 
received a cent as compensation, 
being only fed and clothed He said 
that on three occaslons he had ef- 
fected his escape from the Erwin 
farm, but had been recaptured aft- 
er getting but a few miles away, 
and subjected to brutal flogging 

White sald that he had been on 
the Erwin place for three years 
and that when he once ran away, 
he, too, was caught and returned 
to the farm and beaten. The men 
said that they offected thelr es- 
cape together a few days ago, and 
made their way to Atltata in the 
hopes of receiving federal protec- 
tlon.
